The Bloemfontein correspondent of the 
Daiiy Chronicle, telegraphing on Sunday, 
and describing the loss of the convoy, says: 

“The Boers opened with a murderous fire. 
It was simply s:augnter. The Kaffir drivers 
of the convoy ran away, leaving their 
teams; and it was impossible for our men 
to hit the hidden enemy. 

“Our gunners fougnt bravely, trying to 
save the guns; but our people were greally 
hampereu by the Kaffirs, who ran hitntr 
and thither, laoking tor cover from lie 
fearful fire that poured in on all sides. 
Meanwhile, the enemy were hotly pressing 
Col. Boardwood, whose mounted troops 
were completely surrounded. 

“The officers were quite cool and cam- 
posedly directed operations. The opportune 
arrival of reinfarcements saved Col, Bread- 
wood from annihilation. 

“The water supply was cut and the pump- 
ing gear destroyed, as well as the field tele- 
graph. One hundred wagans were lost 
through ihe cowardice of the Kaffir drivers. 

“It is reported that two guns have been 
recaptured The whole force is retiring on 
Bloemfontetn.,’’ 

To lose guns has always been considered 
in military cireles a disgrace. In the pres- 
ent war the British have been particularly 
unfortunate in this respect, their losses in 
guns having been heavier than in any sim- 
liar period of their military histary, since 
the American Revolution. The losses up to 
date are 

Nicholson's Nek, four: Stromberg, two: 
Colenso, ten; near Bloemfontein, seven. To- 
tal, 23. 

In exchange thev have captured only 
seven guns, five taken with Cranije at Paar- 
deburg and two surrendered in the Free 
State. This Is not a very satisfactory ex- 
change for a great military power to make.

our tiovernment at Pretorta. 

Your cause is of a necessity 
not only our sympathy but a 
practical support, as evidenced by the slight 
Assistance we can afford, are with you.

In Spite of the Startling Facts War 
Department Officials Insist That 
Gen. Otis’ Army Is in 
Fine Condition.

WASHINGTON. April 3—From May 1, 
1898, to April 1, 19090, according to official 
ecords, there have been 8&3 suicides in the 

rmy, nearly everyone due to insanity. 

During ‘the same period nearly 100 sol- 

lers have been shipped from their various 
posts In Hawali, Porto Rico, Cuba and the 
Philippines to the miliitary asylum 
in Wuashngton. 

Of these about 90 per cent have come from 
the Phillippines. 

Since Dec, 1, last, there -hhave been 29 sui- 
cides there, all due to insanity. 

During the war with Spain the average 
of suicides In the army was no higher than 
that in civil life. But once the heater of 
operations was transferred to the Philip- 
pines the rate mounted rapidly tll at length 
Gen. Otis reports more suicides a week 
than deaths in action. 

The figures show an average of three sul- 
cides a week nowadays. And these are not 
confined to the enlisted men. 

To date six officers have blown out their 
brains in an effort.to rid themselves of the 
deiusions of mind brought about by the fe- 
vers incidental to Philippine life and the 
hardships necessary of the campaign in 
LAizon. 

It is campaigning through incessant rains; 
marching through jungles and swamps in 
pursuit of the elusive enemy tat fighis 
half naked for its homes and firesides. It 
js a story of no food, no shelter, no cloth- 
no rest for men from a tem-

perate climate who must £o0 
these under a flerce tropic sun. 

Rut the suicides are but a Jrop in the 
bucket. For every man of the &2 who has 
blown out his brains with his revolver or 
Krag-Jorgensen there are a dozen who have 
just gone mad and have been saved by their 
comrades before they could do themselves 
bodtly harm. 

Each transport fe now equipped with a 
padded cell, so that the soldier boys cannot 
harm themselves before they get back to 
their native land. 

Statisticians in the War Department, who 
have been figuring privately, have found 
that the rate of suicide in our Philippine 
army is the largest in the history of mod- 
ern. warfare. There were 3000 suicides in tho 
Union troops during the Civil War, but it

FRANCIS MENDEL HAS LIVED 
THERE THIRTEEN YEARS. 


Weird History of a Queer Man Who 
Lives at a Bend in the North 
and South Road in St. 

Louis County. 


Francis Mendel, the aged hermit of the 
North and Svuth Road, near Clayton, is pre- 
paring to defend his emall, but none the 
less cherishei domain from what he is 
pleased to consider is the rapacity of those 
who would d »prive him of it. 

For 18 years the old man has resisted 
encroachmetis upon what he believes are 
his rights, and the hard exverience of these 
years has made him only the more de- 
termined to end his days upon the little 
plot that has becn home to him, since the 
law deprived him of a better. 

Francis Mendel is the queerest character 
in St. Louls County. His little home, a 
rude shanty beside the road, ie at once 
an object of interest and fear to all who 
pases along the North and South Road, be- 
tween Olayton and Maddenville. Nestied 
ona bluff ata turn of the highway, about 
two miles eouth of Clayton, it commands 
@ view of the wide valley upon the rim 
of which giistens the white tower of the 
Clayton Courthouse. Around it stretches a 
broad expanse of flie'ds and woods, hille 
and hollows. For simple beauty of land- 
scape one could not find a cholcer site for 
a home. 

And the little shanty by the roadside in 
which Francis Mendel has spent 13 lonely 
rears is home to him, dear as the mansion 
o the millionaire. Hie has made it and he 
reeents the efforts of those who would tike 
it from him. 

Francis Mendel is a typ'cal-hermit. He 
brings to mind with startling clearness the 
tales Which delight childhood, about her- 
mits. Crotahety, i'l-temmpered at times, 
shrewd, exclusive, aloof from those about 
him, he is a type of that peculiar charac- 
ter which crystallizes without the temper- 
wt smoothing effect of hurman companion- 


ship. 

His nature soured by disastrous expert- 
ence with men and their laws, it ts but 
natural that he should be distrustful of the 
motives of those who live about hien..Never 
having known kindness, he doubts its exist- 
ence. 

In a rance he bears ovt his char- 
acter. le is samall of stature and bent, 
exeept when excited. Then his shoulders 
straighten and the cavernous eyes sparkle. 


| ders, covering his ears. A _ patriarchial 
beard covers his chin and sallow cheeks. 
His hands are delicate, notwithstanding 
years of defving in the ground. His cloth- 
ing is old, fadéd and tattered in places. 

Living in seciusicn for 13.years as he has, 
having nothing to do with Tis neighbors, 
t is but ratural that a glamour of mys- 
tery should have grown about the old 
man. 

He long ago became the bogie man of 
the country side. Naughty children are 
threatened with a dread visitation from the 
ol4. hermit. He is a favorite subject of 
childish conversation and is always dis- 
cussed in whispers.

Francis Mendel is 80 years old. He looks

He has cultivated morning glories as a 
screen in front of the entrance. Inside the 
house ‘Mendel has collected a variety of 
household necessities and conveniences. A 
little cook stove occupies one corner. A 
cupboard gtands in another. A box bed, 
in which the old man must double up to 
sleep, stands in a third corner. Baskets 
containing dried vegetables and odds and 
ends hang from the roof. The floor is 
earth, iardened by years of trampling. A 
single-barreled shotgun hangs on the wall. 
A large white and black cat !s the old 
man’s sole companion, and he taiks to her 
as ‘he would to a human being. 
Part of the plot of ground the old man 
utilizes as a garden, in which he raises po- 
tatoes and other vegetables. In front of 
his house he has a flower garden, mute cvi- 
dence of an inextinguishable refinement of 
cnaracter which has withstood the embit- 
terment of a hard experience. 
If one would approach the old man by 
the easiest way, he must first touch his 
home interests, his garden, his flowers and 
his house. 
Approached’ this way the hard wal] of se- 
clusion may be melted and his confidence 
gained.

Private Watchman Brooks of the Fed- 
eral building has inaugurated a vigorous 
campaign against those patrons of the gen- 
eral delivery who regularly use the post- 
office corridors as a trysting place. 

Both the postmaster’s crusade and the 
watchman’s campaign have the enfhusl- 
astic indorsement of the general delivery 
clerks. They ‘have come to regard a large 
proportion of their regular customers as 
nuisances, and it is with a feeling of con- 
siderable geatisfaction that they now direct 
the attention of each patron of this va- 
riety who approaches their windows to a 
large sign that reads:

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GOABOUT'S BROTHER KILLED) ” 


Henry Gcabout t Died at at the City Hos- 
pital Monday Night From a Gun- 
shot Wound Inflicted by 
William Smith. 


In the passing of Henry Goabout,. who 
died at the City Hospital late Monday 
a gunshot wound inflicted by 
| William Smith, a noterious family wees one 

ite most notorious members. 

Lewis Goabout, who was tried for shoat- 
ing and attempting to kill Policeman Tim 
Cronin on July 4, last. and Tom Goabout 
the notorious chekKen thief, who has served 
innumerable workhouse sentences and more 
than one penitentiary sentence, are brothers 
of the dead man. 

William Smith, who did the shooting, was 
arrested at 10 o’clock by Patrelman Steffen 
and he is now a prisoner at the Four 
Courts. The Killing of Goabout occurred 
in front of his sister’s home, 2304 Papin 
street, a little after 5 o’clock Monday after- 
noon. Smith, who is a negro, is employed 
by the Metropolitan Street Cleaning Co.. 
and the- police say he is an honest and 
hardworking fellow. 


Monday afternoon he Was not at work 
and he went over to see Sophia Goabout. 
Hiury and Lewis Goabout were there and 
after they had sent for several buckets of 
beer, the brothers began quarreling and the 
quarrel soon deveioped fight. 
Smith acted in the peace- 
maker. tie told Henry he should 
not fight with his brother. Henry at once 
transfecred his attentions from his brother 
. Smith and began throwing stones at 
iim. 

He struck Smith with one stone and 
knocked him down. He was going toward 
him to strike again, when Smith drew his 
revolver and fired. The bali .pierced Go- 
about’s abdomen and he fell. Lewis Go- 
about, whom Smith had interceded for, 
then turned on Smith and was going to 
fight for his brother. 

Smith pointed his revolver at Lewis and 
backed away and for the time being es- 
Caped Henry Goabout was taken to the 
City Hospital where laparotomy was per- 
formed, but the wound proved fatal within 
a few hours. 

Henry Goabout was a patient at the City 
Hospital in 18983 and was sufferingxfrom a 
wound that not one man in many wouk 
recover from. He and another negro’ 
Henry Tayior, fought a due! with knives. 
In the etruggle Taylor dealt Goabout a 
terrible blow and sent the blade of his 
Knife deep in Henry's left breaet. Goabout 
fell to the ground and he was taken to 
the hospital. Dr. Heine Marks was 
Superintendent Hie made an examination 
and found that the knife had sliced off a 
small portion of the apex of the heart. 
Goabout was Aaid up for some time. but 


finally recovere: 

Lewis Goabout was implicated with 
“Bull” Franklin in the attempt to murder 
Policeman Tim Cronin July 4 last. Frank- 
lin Was pursued by the police to Kansas 
City, where he wae arrested, and his trial 
was begun in Judge Fisher's court Tues- 
day. 

Goabout was tried in the Court of Crim- 
inal Correction. The police failed to show 
that Lewis had much connection with the 
shooting, and Judge Clark discharged him.
